Deputsand ſervants imployed by him, to ſerve in the Houſe ;And be ſides theſe, 

Admittance is allowed to the eldeſt Sons, and appearand Heirs⸗male of Noble- 
men, to the Senators of the Colledge of Juſtice, to the Knight Marſhal, to the Uſhers, to the Lyon, to the 


Juſticedepute, to the Kings Sollicitor, one Servant allowed to the Lord Chancellor, two to the Conſtable, 
twoto the Marſhal, and one to the Advocat. 5

ceſs, ſhall fit at the far end of tlic Sears appointed for Commiſſioners from Shires and Burrows. 

And it ĩs appointed, that th: Knight Marſhal and the Macers be careful as they will be anſwerable upon 

their peril ; That thir Orders be obeyed, and that they exact twenty ſhilling Sterling from every perſon who 

ſhall be found within the Houſe, and are not Members, nor admitted as aforeſaid, beſides theit Removal, 

and Impriſonment at the ſecond fault, and thir Penalties with the former, co be Collected bythe Macers, 
and depoſitate in the hands of to be diſpoſed upon by the Order of the Houſe. 

That after the Houſe is ſet, none ofler to ſtand, nor walk, or keep private Diſcourſes one with another, that 
none go forth except in caſes of neceſſity, - and that they forthwith return, nor any perſons ſuffered to ſtay at the 
Articles, ſave Members of Parliament. 5 3 . 

That in all Debates of the Houſe, no perſon offer to interrupt another, nor direct his Diſcourſe to any but 
the Lord Chancellor or Preſident; that all Reflections be forborn; and that no man offer at one Diet, and 
in one Buſineſs, to ſpeak oſtner then twice at moſt, except in ſuch Caſes, where leave ſhall be firſt asked, and 
given by His Majeſty, or His Commiſſioneer.
